The latest stirring sensation in the exceedingly lively 
city of Chicago, Iil., is a swell gambling house on an 
aristocratic thoroughfure, kept by a young and hand- 
some woman. 

This is nota place where all comers are admitied; 
even now, since its location is rather generally known, 
the chance passer, the professional gambler, the me- 
chanic or any one else, in fact, not known to be a gen- 
tleman, can gals entrance. The mistress of the house 
has a history of her own; she is young, beautiful, 
finely educated, and has had the advantages of travel 
and the best of society, She has a magnificently fur- 
nished residence on a broad avenue, and is much 
sought after, but her heart aud soul are wrapt up in 
the great,overwhelming desire for riches,and she 
siniles only on Piutus, 

She is seen On the streets, at various resorts and at 
the theatres frequently, always with a lot of followers 
in her train, for none of whom, however, she cares a 
jot, save for the money they possess, At her gaming 
house she queeus it over all, and the least indication of 
rowdyism means banishment for the future. 

Were she iu her father’s parlor she would not com- 
mand more outward respect; there is no noise, no 
drunkenness, no profane or other language not calcu- 
lated for the ears of ladies; no boisterousness of any 
sort, no loud talking and no attempts at familiarity 
with the hostess. She will permit this under nocir- 
cumstances whatever. 

Her rules are not tobe broken with impunity, and 
while she does not pretend to be what she is not, for 
she is a frail sister, itis a matter of purely business dis- 
cipline that prompts her to insist upon obedience to 
ber laws, 

The men who visit her house do so for the purpose 
of gambling, and nothing else. 

Carriages are not permitted to standin front of her 
house, for this would attract too much attention; in the 
early evening the music of a piano is heard, but vot in 
the later hours, Those rooms where gambling is con- 
ducted are heavily curtained,aud no sounds issue 
therefrom, and a man might win or lose a fortune with + 
no one outside any the wiser. Madame hever plays 
herself, being content with percentages and rakeoffs, 
the latter being very heavy. 

She is the “Kitty,” and unusual handsin poker and 
jack pots demand big premiums, for her benefit. As 
sheis everywhere, there is no opportunity, even ifa 
player were so disposed, to deprive her of what she has 
set up as her due, for her guests well understand that 
ifthey do not wish to render her the tribute she re- 
quires they can slay away and enjoy themselves else- 
where, 

Comparatively few are allowed to pass her threshold, 
and consequeitly itis regarded as a more than ordi- 
nary privilege. In more than one instance father and 
son have met in her apartments, but that is merely 
one of the Incidents of city life. When a man is broke 
he knows he is no longer welcome, and should he 
come around and not play, his reception would be so 
cool and chilling that he would not care to linger long. 

Careful watch is kept to prevent suicides in the 
house, for that would spoil everything, but while the 
cause of more than one violent death might be traced 
down the gay boulevard and up the granite steps lead- 
ing into her elegantly appointed reception room, the 
witnesses before the coroner at the inquest never 
thought to say anything aboutit, Beautiful madame 
is cold and merciless as fate, and not even a shrug or a 
movement of an eyelid betrays interest on her part in 
the death of a former guest. 

There is no limit to the betting in the house at rou- 
lette, faro, Dutch hazard or any of the other games pro- 
vided for the amusement of those who risk their 
money, and sometimes a visitor will place bets calcu- 
lated to make one stare, but madame refuses to become 
agitated or excited. 

She has the percentage and luck in her favor, but 
further than that no one has ever bad the hardihood to 
say. However,her good fortune is deemed rather 
more than remarkable, for it is practically an impos- 
sibility to beat one of her games. Those in her employ 
are men who can do anything with cards except make 
them talk, and beautiful, elegant, aristocratic madame 
is an expert herself in handling the pasteboards while 
as a dealer she is to be both respected and feared. 

Many a middle-aged husband who goes downtown 
after dinner to the club, the lodge orto keep an engage- 
ment at a hotel with a business friend from New York, 
may not be three blocks away from his own house all 
night, and his son may bein the next apartment, pos- 
sibly without his knowledge, for madame never ruus 
the risk ofa scene if there is any way out of it. 

Board of Trade men, a banker now and then. a Stock 
Exchange pluuger, and oftentimes asedate merchant, 
are among madame’s guests, but no one is ever the 
wiser, nor will madame ever trouble these saintly sin- 
ners until the time comes when she may weed ready 
money. 

She knowsa thing ortwo which will keep, though, 
without being put on ice, and what she knows will 
prove a source of income some time or other. hese 





men know this as well as the madame, but It does not 
deter them from frequenting her apartment night alter 
night; they are aware that she is merciless and without 
heart, but she is fascinating, and they brave everything 
for her smiles and favors. 
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WALTER L. THOMPSON.

Inspector Walter L. Thompson, of the New York 
Police Department, whose portrait is presented in this 


| 








Department of North Carolina. Later he again re- 
eulisted with the Que Hundredth New York Volun- 
teers, under Col. Dandy. He was finally discharged for 
physical disability on March 27, 1865. 

On April 23, 1867, Thompson was appointed a pa- 
trolman. Hewas made roundsman May 11, 1877, 
and a sergeant June 7, 1887. He was promoted to 
captain Feb. 17, 1896, and his rise to the rank of in- 
spector came on Oct. 13, 1897. 

During bis career prior to his raise to captain he was 
at one time a Central Office detective, and also had 
charge of the mounted squad. The Reform Board took 
Thompson from the sergeant’s desk in the West 152d 
Street Station in 1895 and made him acting captain of 
the Oak Street Station. This was then one of the 
toughest precincts in the city. It was bere that Thomp- 
son distinguished himself and showed his abilliy in fer- 
reting outcrime, During the several months that he 
commanded the Oak Street Precinct he made more ar- 
rests ar.d secured more convictions of criminals than 
auy other man in the department. Through bis efforts 
a radical improvement resulted in the old Fourth 
ward. His record there called attention to his abilities 
and led to his promotion tocaptain. Within a mouth 
after his rise to captain he was detailed as actiug in- 
spector. 

In the civil service examination for inspector 
Thompson was the top man on the list. 

Inspector ‘Thompson now has charge of the district 
which inciudes the Tenderloin. Although well along in 
years he patrols his district uvight after night and lets 
no grass grow under his feet. 

Atall the big affairs at Madison Square Garden he 
has charge of the police, and when he is around things 
are bound to run smoothly. To show his characteris- 
tics, wheu he was promoted to inspector, he said to a 
number of friends in police headquarters: 

‘Boys, while I was acting inspector I felt like a scab. 
But now I’ve got my card, the dues are paid, [ draw 
full salary, and I’m a union man up to the hilt,” 

Recently Inspector Thompson gained mucl: notor-

issue, is one of the noted police officials of Greater New 
York. Born and raised in the city in which he is now 
a leading officer of the law, Inspector Thompson stands 
forth asa typical New Yorker. His personal charac- 
teristics have made him prominent not only in New 
York but as fur west as California. Ona visit to San 
Francisco, where Providence saved him and his wile 
from probable death in a hotel fire, his identity was at 
once discovered, aud the néwspapers of the coast 
printed long stories about Walt Thompson,., There is 
no police official better known than Igspector Thomp- 
son, who has achieved much fame on account of his 
hustling abilities. In appearance he does not look like 
a policeman, He isnot a large man but is wiry, slim 
and strong and remarkably lively for hisage. He has 
iron grey hair and his general makeup and his in- 
dividuality are deceiving. On uumerous occasions he 
bas been sized up as a countryman, and many times 
law breakers have fallen into bis clutches because of 
his rura] appearance, which has been useful to Lim In 
police business. When a boy he sold papers on the 
Bowery. He used to stand on the corners dancing jigs 
aud to this day hacan do a shuffle or break down as 
good as any professioual. 

In 1857, when be reached his majority, he joined 
Walker's expedition to Nicaragua. Four years later he 
went to war with the Twelfth Regiment, wit which he 
served three months. He then re-enlisted in the Ninth 
New York Volunteers, Hawkins’ Zouaves. He was 
mentioned for bravery at the battle of Roanoke Island, 
and was subsequently made contraband agent of the

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JIM JEFFRIES DEFEATS JIM CORBETT 


The Champion Knocks Out His Opponent in the Twenty-third Round of Their Battle 
For Heavyweight Honors at the Coney Island Sporting Club on May 11. 


CORBETT PUT UP A HARD AND CLEVER FIGHT 











BUT JEFFRIES WAS T00 STRONG AND TOO HEAVY FOR HIM AND HE HAD TO SUCCUMB TO THE INEVITABLE 


James J. Jeffries again established his claim to being 
the heavyweight champion of the world by defeating 
James J. Corbett, but while the victory is his the 
honors, the enthusiasm and admiration of the specta- 
tors went to the vanqtiished man, for he gave the most 
marvelous exhibition of scientific pugilism ever wit- 
nessed in the annals of fistic history. The end came 
in the twenty-third round when Jeffries cornered his 
opponent on the ropes and feluting with his right for 
the body shifted quickly and brought his left np with 
crashing force to the jaw. When Corbett fell his head 
struck the floor and bounced up. ‘The concussion did 
more to unsettle his brain than the biow administered 
by Jeffries, for he lay prone and rigid while Referee 
Chariey White tolled off the fateful ten. Up to the 
time the knockout blow was given Corbett bad quitea 
lot the best of the encounter. 

He displayed marvelous tactics in aggressive and de- 
fensive fighting and demonstrated beyond question 
that so far as the sclentific quality of bis work is con- 
cerned he is the peer of airy fighter, living or dead, the 
world has’ever'seen. From the very outset he had his 
big lumbering opponent at his mercy. He made him 
look positively ridiculous, and his ring tactics so puz- 
zied the latter that half the time he was forced to resort 
to slugging in his rage and disappointment at not be- 
ing able to hit his agile rival. Corbett’s footwork was 
a revelation to the spectators and the marvelous man- 

‘ner in which he got in and out of range in delivering a 
jub or a hard body punch evoked thunders of applause 
from the spectators. He had Jeffries cut and bleeding 
from the nose and mouth and was seemingly able to 
hit him at will, 

His blows lacked the necessary force to do anything 
more than superficial damage, but he succeeded in 
carrying Jeffries along ata pace which soon had the 
giant in distress from his own exertions, Corbett 
fought with splendid judgment, and nobody who saw 
the fight will dispute the fact that up to the time the 
knock-out blow was landed he had the best of the bat- 
tle on points, Jeftries’ superior weight began to tella 
couple of roun‘(s earlier, and he was gradually wearing 
Corbett down. ‘The latter tried to evade those ponder- 
ous rushes, and his agility in getting about the ring was 
disconcerting to his opponent, but he finally grew care- 
less and left the opening which Jeffries, by accident or 
desiga, took advantage of to put a summary stop to the 
proceedings. 

Jeftries was a sorry disppointment to those who have 
been claiming that he was the greatest champion of 
them all, including Sullivan. He was confused, and 
unable to box as cleverly as he did when he met Fitz- 
simmons. A hundred times or more he tried to land 
blows which flew harmlessly over Corbett’s head or 
past hisear. It was evident to the spectators that the 
champion was “rattled’’ on account of his inability to 
land his blows, and then it was that he rushed and 
“butted” Corbett around the ringinan effort to get 
homea damaging punch. Several times he tried to 
torce matters by resorting to rough tactics, but Corbett’s 
glove beat a merry tattoo on his nose and mouth, which 
was effectual in stopping Jeff’s play. 

By comparison with Corbett Jeffries acted like a 
novice, and it was plainly demonstrated that he hasa 
lot vet tolearn before the public can accept him asa 
champion, guaged by the John L. Sullivan standard of 
comparison. Summed up the battle was simply a con- 
test between a boxer—the best in the world from a 
scientific point of view—and a fighter with weight, 
strength and gameness, a combination of qualities 
which Corbett simply could not overcome. 

What blows Jeft did land, however, were hard and 
effectual, especially the ones delivered on the body. 
Quite a number of times he drove right and left-hand 
punches into Corbett’s wind with force enough to dis- 
tress him, but the former champion was in fine condi- 
tion and recuperated quickly. 

What may be the last of the heavyweight champion- 
ship battles has been fought in the arena of the Coney 
Island Sporting Club, an organization which has been, 
it seems, persistently hoodooed by the weather, On 
the occasion of the Jeffries-Fitzsimmons fight the rain 
beat down upon the barn-like structure in torrents, and 
when the big fellow met Sharkey the conditions were 
almost exactly the same. 

At this, the last meeting of the giant bipeds of the 
ring, the weather was raw and cold and the surf 
on the near-by shore boomed dolefully above the 
sound of eager voices and the shuffling of feet. Coney 
Island has not yet put on her summer clothes, and she 
didn’t look especially inviting. The wooden merry-go- 
round had no attraction for men who wanted to see 
beeband brawn pitted against the highest science of the 
art pugilistic. The throwing of a baseball at the head 
ofa grinning negro with the prospects of winning a 
Manila cigar if you plunk the Ethiopian has no charm 
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and doesn’t attract the citizen, be he ofthe square 
jawed or of the oval type, who has the bunger for a 
knockout in his heart. 

So all of the ordinary attractions were passed by with 
scorn, and every man with an ounce of sporting blood 
in his anatomy traveled the straight and narrow path 
which led to that rookery, called by courtesy and a 
wlid stretch of the imazination, a club. 

Arriving train loads of sports had suddenly peopled 
that elongated, mushroom sort of a town by the sea, 
aud had given it a floating population which would put 
it on record asa city of the second class. The only 
money which was dropped by the wayside was gath- 
ered in by the men who wear white aprons and who 
ask you what you'll have when you line up at the bar. 
There’s always an excuse for drinking at Coney Island, 
because the weather there is either tuo cold or too hot 
for the average human being in trousers—whether they 
are pugilistic devotees or wheelers of baby carriages. 

As usual, a squad of police were marched into the 
building by Deputy Chief McLaugiilin, before the 
arrival of the great crowd. A particularly singular 
fact was the absence of any wild enthusiasm over the 
match. Previous to gathering at the ringside the 
betting was noticeably light. There seemed to bea lot 
of money in the air, but takers were scurce, 

The preliminary bout introduced “Kid” Thomas and 
Jim Riley. The latter is an exceptional y clever 


, youggster w just graduated from the amateur 
ragks. They hit at 130 pounds. Thomas won on 


a foul in the h round, 

Half an hour later Corbett and Jeffries entered the 
building and they received the customary ovation from 
a house which had by this time almost filled up. The 
honors of the evening, however, went to Johu L, Sulli- 
van, Then tte announcement of the nen’s handlers 
was made by Joe Humphreys, the announcer, as fo!- 
lows: Seconds for Corbett—Gus Ruhlin, George Consi- 
dine, John Gorman, John Cousidine and Leo Pardelli; 
timekeeper, ‘Teddy Foley. For Jeffries—Tommy 
Ryan, Jack Jeffries, Billy Brady, Ed Dunkhorst; time- 
keeper, Dan O'Rourke; club timekeeper, Joe Dunn. 

Corbett’s weizht was said to be 182 pounds, while 
Jeffries was eighteen pounds heavier, The referee was 
paid by the contestants. Ten minutes before the men 
appeared the betting was $200 to $500, with no tak- 
ers, 

At 10:20 Corbett entered the ring, followed a mo- 
ment later by Jeffries. Corbett had with him Frank 
Dwyer, his kid mascot, who made himself at home 
within the roped enclosure. 

There were fifteen minutes of argument over the 
bandages on Corbett’s hands and other incidental mat- 
ters, and then the bell sounded. 

All the preliminaries being attended to the men 
shook hands at 10:35, and an instant later the gong 
sounded and ihe fight was on. Jvffries wentin in his 
old crashing style. Seemingly, he was determined, 
He led for the body, but wasshort. They clinched and 
broke on the order of the ref ree. Jeftries rushed in 
with a left and Corbett ran around the ring. . Corbett 
returned with a left to the head, but bad to take a 
counter that shook him from head to foot. 

Corbett opened the second round with asharp leit. 
Jeffries jumped in with a brace of wicked lefts, which 
drove Corbett to the ropes. There he steadied himself 
avd gotto a clinch, When they were in the centre 
Corbett sentin aleft hook and got away without a re- 
turn. Jeffries rushed hint tothe ropes and planted a 
vicious left on the ribs. They clinched, and the referee 
went between them, 

Jeffries again rushed his man to the ropes and drove 
his left to the wind. They clinched, but broke at the 
crder of the referee. Then Corbett surprised Jeffries 
and the crowd by feinting with his left and landing his 
right heavily on the jaw, a performance which won a 
loud cheer ftorhim. After this Corbett devoted most 
of his time to sprinting. 

Corbett started off well in the third. He put a left to 
the jaw and gotaway. He tried to repeat the blow, 
but Jeffries caught itin his guard. Then Jeff rushed 
in with leftand right to the body. Corbett ran when 
he got out af the clinch. Jeffries drove him intoa 
corner, and tried a vicious left uppercut that would 
would have done the business if it had landed, but Cor- 
bett got under it, 

The fourth round still found Corbett utilizing his 
footwork in his endeavor to tire Jeffries out in follow- 
ing him about the ring. The latter cornered him once 
or twice. A punchin the pit of the stomach made

to the nose. The fifth round was a repetition of the 
preceding one, but in the sixth Corbett tried a right 
just after the opening of the round and got it to the 
head, Jeffries rushed bis man to the ropes and played 
@ tattoo on his body, but Corbett clinched and the ret- 
eree split them out. 

When- they broke from the clinch Corbett raced 
around the ring like a sprinter. Always, however, 
Jeffries was alter him. Corbett showed the greatest 
skill in ducking and guarding, and led more frequently 
than the champion, Corbett was not so quick on his 
feet nor so fast with his hands In the seventh as he had 
been. Jeffries kept right atter him from gong to gong, 
paying strict attention to his wind and not forgetting 
his jaw. Corbett got left and right to the face and raised 
& swelling under each of the champion’s eyes. 

Corbett came up in surprisingly good condition tor 
the eighth round. ile jumped in with a left to the face 
and gotaway. Jeffries rushed him to the ropes but 
could not land effectively. When they again came to 
the centre Corbett shot leftand right to the Jaw and 
again got away. Then he returned with a driving right 
to the body and his admirers cheered loudly. 

The ninth round was fast and furious. Corbett 
opened with a left to the mouth, and bringing his right 
up tothe Jaw quickly, staggered the champion. The 
house wasinan uprour, Men not only cheered, but 
stood on their seats and waved their hats wildly. 

Encouraged by his sucess, Corbett jumped in with a 

lade of blows. Fora tull minute all the honors 
were with Corbett. 

Corbett started off the tenth with a left to the eye, 
but Jeff steadied him with aleftto the jaw. Corbett 
blocked half a dozen blows aud drove right and left to 
the face without a return. ‘The rally disconcerted 
Jefiries, who swung wildly, and Corbett evaded his 
blows easily. The former champion was fighting in 
his best style, and the honors were all his. 

Corbett went to the centre quickly when the gong 
sounded forthe opening of the eleventh round. He 
tried a left tor the face and landed. Jeffries rushed 
him across the ring, but could not land. Corbett stood 
upand fought fast and fiercely. Left and right he 
drove to the face, drawing blood from mouth and nose, 

Quick asa flash Corbett drove right amd! left to the 
jaw at the opening of the twelfth round, and a straight 
left brought the blood in a stream from Jeffries’ mouth. 
Jeffries put a bard left on the body and Corbett re- 
torted with one of the same brand. ‘Toward the close 
of the round Jeffries began to rough it in the clinches, 

In the fourteenth Corbett displayed a series of jabs 
which excited the admiration of the crowd and both- 
ered the champion. Five times in quicx succession he 
jabbed bis left to the fuce and got away without a re- 
turn. Jeffries tried to rush Corbett, but was met with 
a straight left that drove him back and drew the blood 
from hislips. Jeffries did the bulk of the work In the 
fifteenth round, while Corbett was resting up. 

They got into a ciinch right at the startof the six- 
teenth, Jeffries rushed, but Corbett’s legs again were 
in good condition and they carried him out of danger. 

Jeffries started the seventeenth with a rush, but it 
did not go ashe had planned. Corbett stopped him 
with a straight left in the face and got away without a 
return, Corbett shot the left to the face half a dozen 
times. Then Jeffries nailed him in the wind with a 
driving left. Following the former champion across 
the ring, Jeffries sent his left to the jaw. 

Jefiries, in the eighteenth, tried desperately to get to 
Corbett, but the latter fighter blocked and ducked, ran 
and saved himself from many a vicious blow. His 
head work was superb. 

On points the honors of the battle thus far were with 
Corbett, who, despite his apparent weakness early in 
the fight, was doing good work Thenineteenth round 
was a discouraging one for the Corbett men. When 
they had been fighting about a minute Jeffries sent a 
right swing to the jaw, and Corbett satdown hard. He 
got up quickly, howe¥er, not taking a second for rest. 

“Only four rounds after this one,” George Considine 
sald to Corbett by way of encouragement when the 
gong sounded for the twenty-first round It wasa busy 
three minutes for Corbett trying to evade the cham- 
pion’s blows, and he was not always successful. Jef- 
fries bounded across the ring at the opening of the 
twenty-second and drove a wicked left to the wind. 
The biow doubled Corbett up, and he clinched to save 
himself. When they came out of the clinch Corbett 
sprinted alap. Then he blocked and ducked with 
marvelous skill, and so far as boxing was concerned 
made the champion appear like a novice. 

Jeffries was in much the better condition when they 
came up for the twenty-third. At the start Corbett 
jabbed his left to the mouth and drew blood. He 

blocked a wicked left for the body, and, jabbing his 





own left to the nose, again drew blood, Then Jeffries 
bored in, bu®, boreas he might, be bad a hard time in 
getting to his man. 

Then came the finish, two minutes and eleven sec- 
ouds after the opening of the round, The men were 
fighting Inthe southwest corner. Jeffries drove bis 
left to the faceand feinted his rightto the body. Be- 
fore Corbett could steady himself Jeffries’ jeit shot out 
with terrific force. Straight to the Jaw ft went and 
Corbett went to the floor as iftelled by anaxe. His 
head bumped tie floor heavily and then rebounded 
from the lower rope on which he fell, There he laid 
on his back uniil the referee courted him out,

Loser Gets a ‘Broken Rib in 
the Fourth Round 


BUT KEEPS ON FIGHTING. 


Barbadoes Demon Has Everything His 
Own Way From the Beginning. 


> 





‘(Mysterious Billy’’ Smith's recent experiences in the ring seem 
to suggest that he has lost all, or almost all, the splendid fightiug 
form which distinguished him in the halcyon days of his ring 
career. His knockout by Matty Matthews was decisive enough, but 
the beating he got was nothing compared to what Joe Walcott 
administered to him at the Broadway Athletic Club, New York 
city, on May 4. 

As a matter of fact Smith will have a very pronounced reason to 
remember his last fight with the “Colored Demon” as long as he 
lives. From the very beginning of the battle the latter was the 
aggressor. He smashed Smith iu the body until the flesh became 
blue and bruised looking. One of his ears was nearly torn owar, 
and contusions upon his cheeks and nose and a badly discolored eve 
gave him a generally bunged up appearance. Billy Roche, his 
manager, deciarel that one of his ribs was broken in the fourth 
rouud, If this was so he showed a commendable amount of courage 
iu fighting out the twenty-five rounds against such a handicap. He 
was nq match for Walcott, who fought one of the best battles of 
his life. He shows improved form in every fight, and it is ne idle 
boast of his admirers that he can pretty nearly bent any fighter, big 
or little, in the ring to-day. Charley White acted as referee 
Straight Queensberry rules, with cleau breaks, governed the contest. 

Smith opened hostilities with a light left on the face, and then 
swung his right for the jaw, but it was too far back to do any great 
damage. Walcott sent two hot lefts to the body and Smith retal- 
fated with a stiff right over the heart. 

Walcott assumed the lead in the second round and began to set a 
hot pace, but Smith stuck to his work and they had several hot 
mixups. Joe continued to rush aod land ia the stomach, while 
Smith confined himself to countering on the jaw. 

Walcott started the third round by sending the left to the body, 
without a return, A hot mixup followed, with Joe playing for the 
kidueys. In another mixup the colored man again bad the better 
of it. Waleott sentastiff left to the face and blocked a wicked 
left return for the jaw. Smith missed two left leads in succession, 
and Walcott sent in a stiff left to the face, before the gong sounded. 

Walcott continued to be the aggressor, and in the fourth, fifth 
and sixth rounds he sent many a telling blow to Smith's body. 
Smith appeared unable bo stop the ouslaught and finally had to 
content himself by countering Joe's leads. 

Rilly opened the seventh roucd with a-rush, but Joe stopped him 
with a left jab on the nose. In the eighth Joe brought the ‘‘claret"’ 
from a cut under Smith's eye and kept jabbing away at the injured 
optic, much to Smits annoyance. 

From this round to the fifteenth Walcott had eversthing his own 
way, punishing Smith severely about the body. Smith mauaged to 
land many a hard body and face biow, but Walcott appeared not to 
mind them. 

Smith braced upio the fifteenth round and set the crowd to 
cheering by his repeajed attacks on the dusky boxer, and most of

Smith was bleeding freely under the eye and from the nose, and 
in the twenty-second round Walcott split his right ear with a 
wicked right swing. The ‘‘Mysterious'’ one fought desperately to 
land a knockout blow and, though he made Walcott break ground 
repeatedly, Joe always went back at him and gave him two blows

George Dixon Decides to Re-enter 


the Ring---Matched With Champion 


Terry McGovern---A Pugilistic Episode. 





When Tom Sharkey fought Joe Choyaski at 
‘Tattersall’s, in Chicago, on May 8, he diin’ttake any 
chances of a repetition of the occurrence in ’ Frisco, 
when the latter, through the leniency of the referee 
and a certain amount of local prejudice which existed 
against Sharkey, was able to getadraw. At Chicago 
the other night Sharkey waded into the game with the 
ostensible purpose of ending the fight quickly, and he 
accomplished his purpose before the expiration of two 
rounds. 

While the battle lasted the fighting was of the hurri- 
cane order, both men landing repeatedly, but Sharkey 
had the fight well in hand throughout. The knockout 
plow was a left jolt to the jaw just as the bell sounded 
tor the end of the second reund. Choynski tried to re- 
spond when the third round was called, but when he 
attempted to rise he fell over on his back on the floor 
and Referee Malachy Hogan awarded the fight to 
Sharkey. 

The men met for a six-round go at catchweights. 
Choynski weighed about 165 and the sailor 185. The 
betting was 3 to 1 that Choynski would not last the six 
rounds and even money that Sharkey would kuock 
him out, 

When they came to the centre of the ring in the first 
round Sharkey immediately started hostilities, and didi 
not give Choynski a moment's rest tor the entire three 
minutes, slugging him all over the ring and knocking 
Joe down twice. Sharkey himself s!ipped down twice 
near the end of the round, but finished the round in 
good condition, while Choynski plainly was suffering 
greatly from Sharkey’s terrible bombardment of the 
stomach. 

In the second round Choynski tried to keep away, 
but Sharkey kept coming persistently and forced his 
opponent to make a stand.. Choynski 
landed several stinging lefts to the 
Marine’s face, but the latter fighter 
paid little attention tothe blows and 
kept boring in with all bis strength. 
The blows Sharkey was landing were 
wearing the Californian down gradually 
and Choynski was unable to protect 
himself in the exchanges. When sent 
to the floor Choynski would not take 
advantage of the count, but would 
Jump up just as soon as he hit the floor. 

Finally Sharkey, in one of the mix- 
ups, got a straight right to the stomach 
which doubled his adversary up. Then 
the sailor became like a madman, and 
lunged at Choynski, forcing his oppo- 
nent to the ropes. Choynski tried to 
fight back, but he was too weak, and 
after withstanding the hardest kind of 
puyishment, succumbed Sharkey was 
well pleased with the result, and 
danced a jig as Choynski was being 
counted out.

Boxing in Greater New York 
will be permitted to go on without in- 
terference by the authorities until Sept. 
l at any rate, when the vuew 
boxing law goes into effect. The 
consummation of this arrangement 
was not effected without a legal fight, 
which established the facts stated by 
me last week that under the Horton 
law the police authorities had no 
jurisdiction in the matter of issuing 
permits or licenses to boxing clubs. 

It was necessary to have a test case 
so a match between “ Kid’’ Thomas 
and Jim Hayward with George 
Considine as referee, took place at the 
Broadway Athletic Club one afternoon before a gather- 
ing Of members. The boxers and referee were arrested 
and an examination was held betore Police Magistrate 
Meade. Assistant District Attorney O'Reilly was on 
hand to prosecute the case, but after he had studied the 
law he said that he could see no reason ‘why the pris- 
oners should have been arrested. “Under the pro- 
visions ot the law,” he said, “I cannot see that any law 
has been violated. I cannot find where the Police 
Commissioners have the legal right to grant licenses to 
boxing clubs any more than they would have the right 
to license a lecture in Cooper Union or athletic games 
in the Seventh Regiment Armory.” 

Magistrate Meade said that he had devoted consider- 
able time to looking up the lawunder which the ath- 
letic clubs had been licensed, and that he could find 
nothing which made it necessary for the managers to 
obtain licenses from the Police Commissioners. He 
said that the law which governed boxing clubs did not 
provide for the issuance of licenses by the Police De- 
partmentand he Immediately discharged the several 
defendants. 

The Police Department asked the Corporation Attor- 


anti- 


ney to render an opinion, but he contended that the 
matter came under the jurisdiction of the prosecuting
